It wasn’t, the same o ld arro ­ 
gant Hitler who sto v e to pro duce 
o ily wo rds to po ur o n the tro ubled 
waters, but a badly frightened Herr 
Shr kerguber who

Why did Hitler return 
to

idea so insistently? Undo ubtedly 
because the humanitarian tho ugh 
firm manner in which the Allies 
hav e been handling the Italian sit­ 
uatio n makes him fear that the 
Herman peo ple, and o ther 
Axis 
peo ples, will realize that unco ndi­ 
tio nal surrender do esn’t mean that 
they are to be destro yed.

REPUBLICANS MOVE 
TOWARD '44 UNITY 


Great Strides In This Dir­ 
ection Made At Macki­ 
nac Conference 


By JACK STINNETT 
MACKINAC ISLAND. Mich.—The 
’Republican Postwar Advisory coun­ 
cil conference just held here prob­ 
ably made greater strides in unit­ 
ing the party than an y move since 
before the 
1940 convention, 
but 
with several serious defections. 
(1)—Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York walked out In a bit of 
a huff, not, as nearly as I can find 
out, because the parley ignored his 
all-out postwar plan for a United 
Nations military alliance, but be­ 
cause Sen. Robert A. Taft's "home 
front committee” wouldn't take a 
more solid stand on several issues. 
Dewey was a member of the Taft 
committee and, although his oppo­ 
sition resulted in some modifica­ 
tions of the original report, the 
Taft-Dewey breach through which 
Wendell L. Willkie walked to the 
1940 nomination apparently was as 
wide as ever. 
(2)—Mr. Willkie/ who garnered 
more popular votes for president, 
than any Republican candidate ever 
has, wasn’t on hand—and if about 
95 per cent of the “council of 49” 
has its way, never will be. 
(3)—The explanation from the 
floor that the two clauses in the 
adopted Vandenberg report which 
would commit this nation to a 
policy that “peace and security (of 
the world) ought to be ultimately 
established upon other sanctions 
than force” and with organized 
justice in a free world" is open to 
the charge that the party has only 
now caught up with Woodrow Wil­ 
son and is merely seeking a re­ 
vival of the League of Nations and 
the World Court. 
<4)—That the Taft committee's 
"home front" report is too indefi­ 
nite. except in its charges against 
the New Deal, and th at in occa­ 
sional, positive statements, it merely 
bids for the vote of New Deal 
groups. 
(5)—That by trying to eliminate 
our postwar foreign policy as a 
1944 campaign issue, the party is 
shirking a responsibility which the 
opposition will be sure to make 
capital of. 


These alleged defections in the 
“Mackinac Charter” aaen't things 
dreamed up by this correspondent. 
They came mostly from off-the- 
record talks with certain members 
of the "council of 49” themselves. 
Some of them came from on-the- 
record talks. 
The foreign policy commitment, 
for example, doesn’t gee at all with 
declarations publicly made by Dewey, 
Gov. Raymond E. Baldwin of Con­ 
necticut. Gov. Earl Warren of Cali­ 
fornia, and several other members. 
This shouldn't be taken as an 
indication that the Mackinac island 
conference failed in its objectives. 
On tlie whole, it succeeded better 
than any “little convention” in the 
memory of the oldest observers. Al­ 
most a whole year before conven­ 
tion time, it has provided the party 
with a spring board from which any 
number of dives may be executed.

quantities, Ameriacn m otorists will 
be riding on synthetic tires after 
the war, Akron rubber experts be­ 
lieve. 
The synthetic product is here to 
stay no m atter how low the price of 
natural crude rubber drops, says 
W. 
D. 
Parrish, 
technical service 
m anager 
of the H ycar Chemical 
company. 
John L. Collyer, president of the 
B. F. Goodrich company, believes 
th at there m ay be sufficient demand 
after the w ar to keep both syn­ 
thetic and n atu ral rubber produc­ 
tion going a t full blast for a short 
period. 
But 
after th a t 
period, Collyer 
says, the 
future of the nation’s 
$650,000.000 synthetic rubber indus­ 
try may be determ ined by political 
rather th an economic or technol­ 
ogical considerations. 
Synthetic rubber production near­ 
ing an annual capacity of 850,000 
tons — more thas enough to take 
care 
of norm al 
postwar 
civilian 
nerds — eventually will make the 
synthetic as cheap or cheaper than 
the natural crude product. 
Cite Labor Need 
Com m enting on the largely gov­ 
ernm ent - owned 
synthetic 
rubber 
plants m aking the nation indepen­ 
dent of any other sources for this 
raw m aterial, Collyer says: 
“An im prudent policy (in refer­ 
ence to continued postw ar opera­ 
tion) m ight m ean the loss of jobs 
by the thousands and m ight m ean 
the return of the scourge of war 
years later.” 
The jobs Collyer refers to are 
largely those of low-paid native la ­ 
bor in the F ar East where more th an 
one million persons had been en­ 
gaged in gathering the crude n a t- | 
ural rubber im ported into this coun­ 
try. 
In full operation, synthetic rub­ 
ber plants in the U nited States will 
need only 12,000 m en and women 
to provide sufficient raw m aterials 
for the 120,000 additional persons 
employed in turning out finished 
rubber goods. 
Collyer foresees th a t political con­ 
siderations m ay m ake it necessary 
to curtail synthetic rubber produc­ 
tion after the war if demand does 
not continue, but he warns against 
junking expensive new plants. 
‘The American people will w ant 
to continue a t least stand-by opera­ 
tion of these plants just as they will 
want to retain air bases and battle- 
j hips,” he says. “T his would assure 
us of adequate production capacity 
for use in an emergency and protec­ 
tion against high prices of natural 
rubber.”
